BEIRUT, Lebanon (U P I) — Several 
thousand Syrian troops spearheaded by 
200 tanks invaded eastern Lebanon today 
with an ultimatum to warring Moslem 
and Christian factions to surrender or be 
captured. Most surrendered without a 
fight but the Syrians captured two 
Palestinian guerrilla units. 
The invasion was Syrian President 
Afez Assad’s second operation in 24 
hours to impose peace on Lebanon, torn 
by 14 months of civil war. A force of 
about 2,000 Syrian troops with 60 tanks 
moved into northeastern Lebanon Mon­ 
day night and lifted a leftist siege of two 
Christian villages. 
(Israeli officials said in Jerusalem 
they are watching developments in 
Lebanon but they refused to comment on 
Syria’s large scale intervention. There 
were no signs of any Israeli m ilitary 
preparations although Israel warned 
months ago that Syrian intervention 
could mean a new Middle East war.) 
Both Palestinian and C hristian 
spokesmen said between 2,000 and 4,000 
Syrian troops and 200 tanks crossed the 
border shortly after 3 a.m. and advanced 
west through the Bekaa Valley to within 
a few miles of Zahle, 30 miles east of 
Beirut, where they halted in the after­ 
noon.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Ford has ordered a full-scale effort by 
his administration to for^e an overall 
peace settlement in the Middle East, 
White House officials said today. 
They said the diplomatic peace drive 
could come in the next few months. 
White House Press Secretary Ron Nes- 
sen told U PI the President and his ad­ 
visers are studying the possibility of call­ 
ing a Geneva meeting of all Middle East 
parties to prepare for a full dress peace 
conference in the Swiss city. 
Nessen said the Geneva parley was but 
one part of the studies and work under 
way.

preparatory 
meeting being called in the next two 
months. Nessen gave no further details. 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
said in a London speech last week that 
the time was approaching for attempting 
an overall settlement of the 26-year-old 
Arab-Israeli conflict. 
In his speech a week ago to the foreign 
ministers meeting of the Central Treaty 
Organization in London, Kissinger said 
the time of step-by-step diplomacy had 
passed. He said the September, 1974, 
Egyptianlsraeli interim settlement on 
the Sinai was the last move in the step- 
by-step diplomatic phase. 
Diplomatic sources said the Geneva 
preparatory meeting would have to reach 
agreement on the delicate subject of 
representation by the Palestine Libera­ 
tion Organization at the full peace con­ 
ference 
Israel has refused thus fa' to sit at a 
conference table with an official PLO 
delegation. 


or give up their positions, but a Palestini­ 
an spokesman said two guerrilla units 
were captured after they refused the ul­ 
timatum. Others apparently fell back 
before the advancing Syrian tanks. 
Leftist and Palestinian leaders met in 
hurried council in Beirut to consider the 
new crisis, and leftist sources said a 
decision whether to accept the ul­ 
timatum or “ declare a general mobiliza­ 
tion against the Syrian invasion’’ would 
be taken. 
Today’s invasion coincided with the 
arrival in Beirut of Soviet Premier Alex­ 
ei Kosygin. Diplomatic sources said 
Kosygin was displeased about the inva­ 
sion but that the 3 a.m. move to increase 
Syrian influence in Lebanon was carried 
out before his plane arrived in 
Damascus. 
Moslem and Christian sources said the 
latest invasion was made by up to two 
full regiments — 2,000 to 4,000 men — 
and that they had linked up with another 
force of 6,000 to 10,000 Syrian army and 
Palestinian Liberation Army troops sent 
in several weeks ago. 
Another force of 2,000 men and 60 
tanks entered northeastern Lebanon 
Monday and smashed through a leftist 
blockade to the villages of Andkeet and 
Kobeyat, 31 miles northeast of Tripoli. 
Christians there had appealed for help 
against the four-day siege. 
Today’s massive invasion force pushed 
toward *the besieged Christian city of 
Zahle 18 miles west of the Syrian border 
and 30 miles east of Beirut. The new 
force seized rival rightist and leftists 
positions in the Bekaa Valley in the first 
Syrian confrontation with the Palestini­ 
an guerrillas. 
A Palestinian Liberation Organization 
statement charged the Syrian interven­ 
tion was directed “ solely against the 
Palestinians and Lebanese nationalist 
(leftist) movement” and warned that the 
guerrillas would “ defend our revolution 
until victory or death.” 
It charged the entry of Syrian troops 
“ on the pretext” of imposing law and 
order was the beginning of “ Syrian at­ 
tempts to take over Lebanon.” 
Leftist spokesmen charged the Syrians 
plan to boost their forces in Lebanon to 
50,000 men over the next few months. 
“ Massive numbers of Syrian troops ac­ 
companied by 200 tanks and armored 
vehicles entered the Bekka valley this 
morning,” a Phalangist spokesman said. 
“ They have warned both sides to 
evacuate their 'conftwit positions 
The 
Lebanese (rig h tist) forces had no 
m ilitary choice. They agreed to evacu­ 
ate their strategic positions so that 
Syrian forces could take them over,” the 
spokesman said. 
He said the Syrians have advanced 
toward Zahle, 18 miles west of the border 
and 30 miles east of Beirut, but have not 
yet entered the town. He added it was 
now “ relatively quiet” in the Akkar 
region and said the Syrians met with lit­ 
tle resistance. 
Fighting in Beirut also tapered off in 
the wake of the new Syrian intervention 
although rightists again shelled Beirut 
airport during the night, causing some 
damage to runways. Casualties on both 
side over the past 24 hours were put at 
114 dead and 262 wounded. 
The Syrian move today came in 
response to Christian appeals to save 
Kobeyat and Andkeet from being 
overrun by a four-day leftist siege.

California suffered its second highest 
holiday death toll in history during the 
Memorial Day weekend abd the national 
toll mounted far above the National 
Safety Council’s preholiday estimate to 
455, a final count showed today. 
The count of dead on California 
highways rose to 65, more than double 
that of the nearest state total on United 
Press International’s statistics sheets, 
for the 72-hour holiday period. 
The toll was surpassed only once in 
California’s history—on the Memorial 
Day holiday of 1972 when 80 persons died 
on the highways. 
California authorities blamed the 
highway carnage during the 1976 
Memorial Day weekend on heavier traf­ 
fic, speeding and a spate of multiple 
death accidents. 
Ron Kuykendall, National Safety Coun­ 
cil spokesman, said: “ Our theory as to 
what happened is that motorists drove a 
great many more miles over the holiday 
than we estimated they would. We had 
estimated they would drive 13.2 billion 
miles and although we don’t have a count 
yet, we expect it was much more than 
that.” 
He said speeds above the 55 mph lim it 
“ could be a factor” but the council had 
nothing to substantiate that at this time. 


Speeding also may have figured in the 
death of three children in an accident 
north of Ashville, N.C., Monday night. 
The children were killed and two other 
children were injured when a speeding 
car slammed into a parked vehicle. 
Highway patrolmen said four of the 
children were sitting on the parked car 
on a rural road, watching a fifth child 
riding a skateboard. 
Ten homeward-bound travelers were 
killed in two plane crashes in Illinois 
Monday night. 


The final traffic toil ranged as much as 
115 above the Safety Council’s preholiday 
estimate. The council had estimated that 
between 340 and 400 persons would die in 
traffic between 6 p m. local time Friday 
and midnight Monday

deaths: Traffic 455, Drowning 70, Plane 
19 Total 544.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - The Supreme 
Court today struck down U.S. Civil Ser­ 
vice regulations barring resident aliens 
from virtually all federal government 
jobs. But in another opinion, it ruled un­ 
animously that Congress had authority to 
establish a five-year residency require­ 
ment before aliens can obtain Medicare. 


Both decisions were written by Justice 
John Paul Stevens and were his first 
major ones since succeeding William O. 
Douglas last January. 


Both cases had been on the court’s 
calendar nearly two years, and the 5-4 
split in the federal employment case re­ 
vealed the decision was held up because 
of Douglas’ long illness while the 
remaining eight justices were evenly 
divided. 


In the jobs case, Stevens left open the 
possibility Congress, or the President by 
executive order, could bar aliens living 


in this country from federal employ­ 
ment. But the Civil Service Commission, 
Stevens said, exceeded its statutory 
responsibilities with its sweeping regula­ 
tion, which was first approved in 1883 
when the Civil Service Commission was 
established. 


Stevens said the commission could ex­ 
clude aliens from sensitive jobs, 
presumably including intelligence posts, 
if it ruled on a job-by-job basis and 
revealed a rational need for the lim ita­ 
tion. 


W ithout such individual deter­ 
minations, Stevens said, the nation’s 
resident aliens were denied a right to ap­ 
ply for employment without due process 
of law in violation of the Fifth Amend­ 
ment. 
In the Medicare case, however, 
Stevens said Congress had authority over 
immigration and naturalization policies 


which permitted it to set different rules 
for aliens than for naturalized citizens 
The employment case was brought by 
five San Francisco residents of Chinese 
ancestry. The Medicare case was 
brought by Cuban refugees in Florida. 
In other action Monday, the justices: 
— Ruled unanimously that the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission and not the 
Environmental Protection Agency is em­ 
powered to regulate discharge of nuclear 
waste into the nation’s waterways. 
— Agreed to decide next term whether 
the EPA can force a state to set up an air 
pollution control system for private 
autos. Lower courts have divided on the 
issue and the appeals were brought 
concerning Arizona, Maryland, Virginia 
and the District of Columbia. 
— Dismissed an appeal challenging a 
Collingswood, N J., ordinance requiring 
door-to-door salesmen and pollsters to 
register with the police. 


Favorable winds help firefighters 
gain on Los Padres Forest blaze 


KING CITY (U P I) — Favorable winds 
today gave firefighters a chance to con­ 
tain a 12,000-acre blaze burning through 
dry brushland in the Los Padres National 
Forest along the Central California 
coast. 
“ The fire is 85 per cent contained,” a 
spokesman for the U.S. Forest Service 
said. “ Because of favorable weather 
conditions during the night we made ex­ 
cellent progress. We were able to get the 
upper hand.” 
He said winds were expected to re­ 
main moderate, and the army of 1,000 
firefighters on the lines would close a 
four-mile-long gap in their circle around 
the blaze by nightfall. Twenty miles of 
fire line already were protected. The fire 
broke out Saturday, probably from a 


carelessly-abandoned cigarette. It 
destroyed one ranch building in the 
remote mountains 


Two firefighters were injured Monday 
night by falling rocks. One of them was 
treated and released, the other hospi­ 
talized for observation. 


“ All the problems are on Junipero 
Serra Peak,” the Forest Service 
spokesman said. The area, about 15 
miles southwest of this agricultural town 
on the inland side of the mountains is 
rugged and the brush is tinder-dry 
because of this year’s extreme lack of 
rainfall. 


One sm all ranch building was 
destroyed Sunday. When the fire first 


started, the flames threatened several 
ranches and summer cabins, but firemen 
managed to save the structures. 
The fire was in an inaccessible, moun­ 
tainous area — not touched by fire in 70 
years, making the undergrowth par­ 
ticularly thick and tough to get through. 
The Los Padres National Forest 
stretches from Monterey south to near 
the Los Angeles County line and encom­ 
passes about two million acres. 
On a holiday weekend such as this 
Memorial Day 50,000 to 80,000 persons 
norm ally use the forest and its 
recreational facilities It attracts mostly 
backpackers and campers 
There were no major injuries because 
of the blaze, but several firemen were 
treated for cuts and smoke inhalation. 
Ford arranging 7-nation economic summit 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Ford is arranging a seven-nation 
economic summit conference to be held 
in Puerto Rico in late June, White House 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen said today. 


Administration sources said the sum­ 
mit probably would take place June 26 
and 27 with the United States, West Ger­ 
many, Japan, France, Britain, Canada 
and Italy taking part. 


“ The President feels this is the ap­ 
propriate time to have a follow-up 
meeting” to November’s economic sum­ 


mit in Rambouillet, France which in­ 
volved all seven nations except Canada 
Ford believes the postrecession 
recovery of some of the seven nations, 
including the United States, plus a 
“ number” of economic problems facing 
individual summit countries makes the 
meeting necessary, Nessen told a White 
House briefing. 


Ford took the initiative in calling the 
meeting, Nessen said, 
Nessen declined to be specific about 
the date for the summit. But, he said, “ I 


would look for the meeting to take place 
in late June ” 
“ The President feels this is the ap­ 
propriate time to have a follow-up 
economic meeting. He feels the first 
meeting was successful. The President 
needs to pursue foreign policy and inter­ 
national economic policy without any 
consideration being given to domestic 
politics,” Nessen said. 
Diplomatic reports said some allied 
governments were less than enthusiastic 
over a meeting while the presidential 
election campaign is under way.

City may retain bed tax 


despite county's rollback 


It is not likely that the City of 
Lompoc will rescind its vote 
imposing an additional one cent 
transient occupancy tax effec­ 
tive July I, according to Mayor 
E. C. Stevens. 
County Supervisors last week 
decided to overturn an earlier 
action which raised the bed tax 
from six to seven per cent in un­ 
incorporated county areas. 
The decision to leave the tax 
at six per cent came following 
heavy protest from motel and 
hotel owners in the Santa Ynez 
Valley and Goleta areas. 
Lompoc City Council imposed 
the additional one cent tax 
earlier this month with the 
proceeds going into the general 
fund to help offset some of the 
expenditures from that fund for 
community promotion through 
the Chamber of Commerce and 
Economic Development As­ 
sociation. 
Stevens told The Record that 
unless something drastic hap­ 
pens, the city will stick to the 


increase, pointing out that most 
other areas of the state have ap­ 
proved a similar increase and 
that it is a means of raising ad­ 
ditional needed revenue without 
going to the local taxpayers for 
it. 
Stevens pointed out that a 50 
per cent increase in the city’s 
Blue Cross insurance rates — 20 
per cent higher than anticipated 
— has been imposed for the 
coming year, adding $13,000 to 
the amount that will have to be 
expended. 
City Administrator Gene L. 
Wahlers echoed Stevens’ opi­ 
nion that the tax should stay, 
pointing out that the $4,500 in 
additional revenue represents 
about two cents on the city tax 
rate. 
Wahlers said that so far there 
had been no indication to him of 
any interest in developing an 
ordinance repealing the tax in­ 
crease. “ Since the county ac­ 
tion just happened on Tuesday, 
maybe there hasn’t been time 


for council members to react 
but as of now, there is no move 
to reverse our earlier action,” 
he said. 
The council meets tonight at 
7:30 to consider, among other 
items, the budget for 1976-’77.

WASHINGTON (UH) - The 


Nuclear Regulatory Commis­ 
sion should ban construction of 
nuclear power plants within 40 
miles of major cities, according 
to a coalition of public interest 
groups. 
Meanwhile, a California con­ 
gressman promised to demand 
answers from the NRC about 
why it called for beefed-up 
security at the country’s ex­ 
isting 58 nuclear power plants. 
Rep. George Miller, D-Calif., 


a member of the Nuclear Over­ 
sight Committee, said the NRC 
maintained a “coy approach’’ 
Saturday when it announced the 
security alert but gave no 
reasons for it. 


Illinois authorities said they 


received reports that unnamed 
extremist groups planned to 
seize a plant by June 8, the date 


California votes on a proposal 
requiring certification by the 
state legislature of the safety of 
any nuclear plant in the state. 
“The longer the NRC main­ 
tains this coy approach,” 
Millers said, “ the more need­ 
less speculation and hysteria 
will develop.” 
Forty-three groups — many 


of them Ralph Nader-organized 
Public Interest Research 
Groups — said in a petition it 
sent the NRC Monday that 
nuclear power plants “ any­ 
where are a looming hazard to 
the lives and safety of 
citizens.” 
But the petition asking for a 


new rule said "as long as 
utilities are building and 
operating reactors, (we) must 
insist that nuclear facilities be 
sited solely in low population 
areas.”

Ford, Reagan may break 
even in today's voting 


United Press International 
President Ford and Ronald 
Reagan were expected to break 
even in today’s Montana, Rhode 
Island and South Dakota 
primaries, while two Western 
liberals fought to beat front- 
running Democrat Jimmy Cart­ 
er in the three states. 
For candidates in both par­ 
ties, the three primaries were 
just a warmup for next week’s 
showdown in Ohio, New Jersey 
and California where one-third 
of the delegates needed to win 
the Republican and Democratic 
nominations will be elected. 


Since there are only 56 
Democratic delegates at stake 
today, Carter still will be the 
big front-runner, but he could 
su ffe r p sy ch o lo g ically if 
liberals Frank Church and 
Morris Udall beat him in two or 
all three of the contests. Church 
is assured of winning Montana, 
and was pressing Carter in 
Rhode Island, while Udall stood 
a chance of winning his first 
primary in South Dakota. 


Carter has lof t five of the last 
nine elections — three to 
Church and two to California 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
Reagan and Ford have vir­ 


tually ignored the three states. 
Ford was favored in Rhode 
Island; South Dakota was a tos­ 
sup; and Montana, which holds 
only a beauty contest with no 
delegate election, was expected 
to go for Reagan. 
As of today, Ford held an 
edge in delegates of 794 to 650 
for Reagan, with 1,130 needed 
to nominate. 
Carter has won 17 primaries 
and is far ahead with 885 of the 
1,505 delegates needed to win 
the Democratic nomination. 
Udall was second with 301. 
Carter remained optimistic 
about his chances as he cam­ 
paigned Sunday and Monday in 
Rhode Island and made a stop 
also in South Dakota on his way 
to California. 
He called Rhode Island a key 
state but said “ there’s no cause 
for concern. 
"I have a good chance to win 
Rhode Island,” Carter said. “ I 
would be disappointed and sur­ 
prised if we should lose here...” 
But he declined to make a 
similar prediction for South 
Dakota and Montana. 
In Rhode Island, where 22 
Democratic delegates are at 
stake, Carter faces both Church 
and Brown, who is not on the 


ballot but has campaigned hard 
for an uncommitted slate. 
Udall was given a chance to 


win in South Dakota after a 
saturation campaign that kept 
him in the state most of the past 
four days. The state will elect 
17 delegates, and has no beauty 
contest. 
“Watch me tomorrow night,” 


Udall said campaigning in 
Cleveland. “I think I’m going to 
win in South Dakota and that 
will give our campaign a 
boost.” 
Church was heavily favored 


to pull off another victory in 
Montana, which has 17 dele­ 
gates at stake. The senator is a 
neighbor from Idaho and is the 
only candidate who has cam­ 
paigned in the state. 
Ford is considered a top 


heavy favorite in Rhode Island 
and has a chance to pick up all 
of the 19 delegates. The battle 
for South Dakota’s 20 delegates 
is considered a tossup. 
Montana Republicans are 


holding a non-binding “beauty 
contest” primary and Reagan, 
considered strong in the West­ 
ern states, is favored. The 
state’s 19 delegates will be 
elected at a convention the last 
weekend in June. 


McGovern fires two aides for 
role in stop-Carter campaign

Two Senate staff aides are 
out of work today because 
George McGovern, 
recalling 
Jimmy Carter’s role in an ef­ 
fort to stop his own nomination 
four years ago, fired them for 
trying to stop Carter. 
The South Dakota senator 
Monday requested resignations 
of Alan Baron and Jack Quinn 
for “ becoming publicly invol­ 
ved” in a reported movement 
among Democrats to sidetrack 
Carter’s campaign for the par­ 
ty’s presidential nomination. 
Carter congratulated McGov­ 
ern for the action. Baron and 
Quinn found it “ regrettable” 
that the former Georgia gover­ 
nor “ found our dissent ... so 
dangerous.” 
McGovern said today he 
came under no pressure from 
Carter or his supporters to fire 
Baron and Quinn. 
“ It’s very hard to dismiss 
someone you hold in affection 
as I do Alan Baron and Jack 
Quinn,” McGovern said in a 
statement. “ But the public 
should know that they were not 
d ism issed by p ressu re by 
Governor Carter or his suppor­ 
ters. Not one single supporter 
of Governor Carter ever dis­ 
cussed this matter with me.” 
The cross-country flap began 
with a Sunday New York Times 
story by reporter A.W. Apple 
Jr., identifying the two staff 
aides as being among leaders of 
a “ loose and shifting alliance” 
of persons opposing Carter’s 
nomination. 
The story quoted Baron as 
saying "a lot of our people see 
Carter as a positive evil, sur­ 
rounded by a staff committed to 
no ideals, like Haldeman and 
Ehrlichman.” 
H.R. Haldeman and John 
Ehrlichman were Richard Nix­ 
on’s two top White House aides, 
later convicted for their roles in 
the Watergate cover-up. 
Monday, McGovern issued a 
statement through his Washing­ 
ton office, saying: 
“ In 1972, a larger number of 
politicians, including Gov. Car­ 
ter, engaged in a desperate ef­ 
fort to deny me the presiden­ 
tial nomination even after all 
the primaries were over and I 


had secu red nearly 1,500 
delegates. 
“ That was a destructive, ex­ 
hausting effort that set the 
stage for the overwhelming 
D em ocratic d efeat in the 
general election.” 
He said: "I want no part of 
any such effort in 1976” and ad­ 
ded that the aides’ activities 
“ are not compatible with their 
responsibilities to the Senate 
and to me.” 
Carter, in Cleveland en route 
to a campaign date in Rapid 
City, S.D., praised McGovern 
for his decision and said, “ It’s 
important for a U.S. senator to 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The 
repatriation of thousands of il­ 
legal immigrants to Mexico has 
been delayed because of their 
government’s refusal to allow 
two U S charter airlines to air­ 
lift the aliens bade into the 
country for the U.S. Immigra­ 
tion and Naturalization Service, 
it was reported Monday. 
Ambassador Antonio Gon­ 
zales de Leon, director of 
special foreign affairs and 
studies for the Mexican govern­ 
ment, said his government 
“ cannot provide any facilities, 
nor collaborate, in this type of 
activity.” 
He told the Los Angeles 
Times in a telephone interview 
that the problem of illegal im­ 
migration “ is a very com­ 
plicated phenomenon, and this 
type of program (the airlift) 
does nothing to resolve its fun­ 
damental causes.” 
Pacific American Airlines, a 
Burbank. Calif -based firm ,

SAN DIEGO (UPI) — Denny McLain did it in 1968 at 
Detroit, but you have to go back to 1934, when Dizzy Dean 
nailed down 30 wins for the old St Louis Gashouse Gang, to 
find a National Leaguer setting a pace matched by San Diego 
southpaw Randy Jones this campaign. 
The Jones boy notched his 10th win against two losses 
against the Giants Sunday. No other major league pitcher 
has more than eight victories as of today. Jones is fourth in 
the league in ERA with a decent 2.11. He has not walked a 
batter in his last three outings, all complete-game perfor­ 
mances. * 


Such figuring sends even the most lukewarm statistician 
running to his computer in quest of Randy’s potential winn­ 
ing mark if he keeps his spirits up and his sinker ball down in 
like fashion the remainder of the year, 


One figure-freak punched up a probably 37-plus victories 
for Jones. At his current pace, he’d lose IO times and go the 
route in about 33 games. 
And that’s pretty good for a guy who throws a lukewarm 
fast ball in arenas catering to big, burly guys firing 90 mile- 


an-hour bullets. The truth of the matter is, Randy probably 
wouldn’t draw any attention from baseball’s learned scouts 
if he were hurling for a high school team this spring. 
“Too small,” they said when he was coming out of high 
school in Brea, Calif., in 1968. “Too small and too slow.” ' 
Claude Osteen, a Brea neighbor and pitching with the Los 
Angeles Dodgers at the time, helped Jones develop a curve 
and a slider, but it wasn’t until he came under the tutelage of 
Warren Hacker, Padre minor league pitching coach, that 
Randy learned his bread-and-butter pitch, the “dry” sinker. 


There was a learning process all the way. And a lot of it 
had to do with developing the self-confidence that turns good 
tools into winning baseball. 


Actually, Jones almost was ignored by scouts and offered 
only a half scholarship at USC, his first choice for post prep 
play. He went to Chapman College in the Los Angeles sub­ 
urbs on a full free ride and earned All-America honors by his 
senior year, 1972, giving promise to what was yet to come. 
But the Jones boy didn’t just hang around the ball field and 
locker room, as college athletes often are charged. He didn’t 


even take a P.E. major. 
He thought of the future. It may be that he didn’t think too 
highly of his chances with his ordinary fastball in profess 
sional baseball. Jones hit the books in tough business courses 
leading to a degree in Real Estate and Finance. Some smart 
land developer probably will sign Jones to a long term, no 
cut contract for off-the-field pitching one of these days and 
land a man who will bring considerable fame and ability to 
the business world before his playing days are over. 
The future looks bright for Randall Leo Jones, and through 
him, the San Diego Padres. A potential 30-game winner br­ 
ings out the kind of play in each of the supporting cast that 
produces routinely that which is thought impossible. 
Gloves without webbing stop ground balls, dead arms fire 
out runners and bats long known for harboring holes, sudden­ 
ly heal and pound out base hits. 
Such is the spirit and fun of the game. 
What is possible, and maybe probable, is 30-plus wins for 
Randy Jones in 1976. He might even win the Cy Young 
award. Not bad for a kid whose fast ball was not considered 
fast enough and who himself was considered not big enough.

$256,000 for winner 
Record Indy payoff 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — It may have been the shortest Indianapolis “500” 
in history but as far as that “green stuff” is concerned, it was the longest. 
The Indianapolis Motor Speedway Monday night distributed a record purse of 
61,037,775 to the participants of Sunday’s rain-shortened race, with winner 
Johnny Rutherford splitting $256,121 with his crew from Team McLaren. 
The previous record total was $1,015,686 in 1974 when Rutherford won his 
first Speedway race. The Texan’s earnings were second only to the $271,697 Al 
Unser received for winning in 1970. 
Sunday’s race was stopped after 255 miles, or 102 laps. Rutherford led less 
than 50 laps while six years ago Unser was in front all but IO laps. 
The grand total included $850,000 from the Speedway and $147,275 in acces­ 
sory prizes. 
Rutherford’s victory was "well deserved—it was a great victory,” chief 
steward Tom Binford said at Monday night’s traditional victory banquet. “Too 
bad it went only 102 laps, but it was a great race, one of the best competitive 
races we have had. It was a safe race and that's what is important.” 


“Fair to good,” Eagleson finally set­ 
tled on.

Bobby Hull, no slouch himself, once 
called Bobby Orr absolutely the greatest 
hockey player he has ever seen. Before 
any athlete is measured for greatness, 
he must pass the test of time, playing IO 
years at least. Orr has passed that test 
despite injuries. 
I’ve always felt no athlete in the world 
is worth $2 million, but for pure perfor­ 
mance and domination of a sport, I’d 
have to say Bobby Orr comes as close as 
anybody I’ve ever seen.

But who could pay $400,000? 
Trade rumors bug Frazier

NEW YORK (UPI) - One of 
the first things Walt Frazier 
tells you is he hasn’t read a 
newspaper in nearly three 
months and, whenever anyone 
tells you that, you know right 
away something’s bothering 
him. 
Frazier insists nothing is, and 
that all his problems are over, 
including his hack problem, his 
paternity problem and his anx­ 
iety problem over whether the 
New York Knicks are going to 
trade him for that big super 
center they’ve been looking to 
get for more than two years 
now. 
“My back is all better,” says 
the Knicks’ 31-year-old playma- 
ker. 
That s e ttle s the first 
problem, and since the pater­ 
nity case against him was 
thrown out of court, that takes 
care of the second one, but 
there never really was any anx­ 
iety problem on his part over 
the possibility of being traded, 
Frazier says. It was something 
only in other peoples’ minds, 
not his. 
“What team is gonna give up 
a center for a guard? A guard 
that’s making $400,000?” he 
asks. 
Good question. 
Frazier’s $400,000 figure is a 
little high. He’s giving himself 
a raise. His contract with the 
Knicks calls for $350,000 a year 
for the next four seasons — but 
even so his chances (rf being 
traded are slim and his salary 
is only one of the reasons. 
The Knicks certainly would 
give up a Walt Frazier to get a 
center like Kareem Abdul- 
Jabbar or Dave Cowens, or 
maybe a forward-guard combi­ 
nation such as George McGin­ 
nis and Doug Collins, but who’s 
going to give them up? 
“First they said I was going 
to Atlanta,” says- Frazier. 


DUBLIN, Ohio (UPI) - 
Roger Maltbie won the $40,000 
first-place money, but Jack 
Nicklaus won the accolades for 
the 
inaugural $200,000 
Memorial Tournament at Muir- 
field Village. 
Nicklaus designed and built 
the par-72, 7,072-yard course 
and came up with the idea of 
having the tournament honor 
past golfing greats. 
This year the late Bobby 
Jones was honored and next 
year it will be Walter Hagen. 


“Then it was Phoenix ami then 
Houston. I don’t think I’ll be 
traded. Nobody’s gonna pay me 
$400,000. Not many teams can 
afford it. As far as that goes, 
I’m happy in New York. I never 
said I wanted to be traded. I 
never said I wanted out.” 
"Would you quit if you were 
traded?” one of Frazier’s 
listeners asks, and Frazier 
nearly falls out of his chair. 
“I can’t quit,” he says. “I’m 
not like Reggie Jackson. I can’t 
walk away from $400,000.” 
Walt Frazier doesn’t look as 
if he can. 
Nobody in professional sports 
dresses any smarter than he 
does and by now, he has been 
driving his Rolls-Royce long 
enough so that it no longer is a 
novelty with him and he’s com­ 
pletely used to it. When he first 
bought the car, he rented two 
garage spaces adjacent to one 
another to keep it from getting 
nicked or scratched. Now he’s 
down to one space. It isn’t that 
he’s economizing, only that he 
has moved into a much larger 
garage. 
This past season was Fra­ 
zier’s poorest one with the 
Knicks since he established 
himself as a perennial All-Star 
performer during the 1970-71 
season. His scoring wasn’t off 
that much — he averaged 19.1 
points a game against a 


lifetime 19.5 figure — but he 
looked as if he had slowed a 
step or so and he didn’t seem to 
have his customary ability to 
fire up the team. Maybe that’s 
because nobody could. 
Injuries hampered him also. 
He missed 20 games or so after 
the All-Star game. Besides his 
back, he came up with a hand 
injury plus the flu. Recurrent 
stories that he wias on the 
trading block didn’t do much 
for his morale either. He ad­ 
mits the stories got him down, 
even when he’s in a non­ 
basketball atmosphere as he 
was Thursday at a get-together 
to kick off the sixth annual 
sports celebrity tennis tourna­ 
ment for the Dewar’s Cup at 
Las Vegas, June 7-10. 
“The reason I was down was 
because the press really had me 
down,” he says. "Other guys, 
like (Tom) Seaver, have had 
poor seasons and I never saw a 
lot of stories about him going to 


be traded. They wrote I’m get­ 
ting old, I’m this, I’m that. For 
nine y e a r s you give it 
everything you have, and then 
in one year they forget.” 
On the subject of salaries, 
Frazier has two views. 
Speaking the way most 
professional athletes do, he 
says he doesn’t think they ever 
can be paid too much money. 
Reflecting a moment on the 
snowballing problems of profes- 
sional basketball teams, 
though, he has another thought. 
"Considering none of them 
are making any money,” he 
says, “something’s wrong.” 
He can say that again.

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Floods rage through Tulsa 


United Press International 
Driving rains sent floods rag­ 
ing through nearly 2,000 homes 
in Tulsa, Okla., causing almost 
$12 million in damage and 
claiming two lives. 
Downpours from Michigan to 
Texas put a damper on holiday 
parades and left Memorial Day 
revelers with a weekend to 
remember. 
Fog was blamed for a plane 
crash near Chicago that killed 
at least two persons Monday 
night. 
A fog-shrouded 150-fodt triple 
also helped the Chicago White 
Sox to a IM win over the Texas 
Rangers Monday night. 
“I've seen a ball lost in a rain 
squall but I never saw a ball 
lost in the fog before,*' said 
White Sox owner Bill Veeck, a 
50-year veteran of baseball. 
Rain-glutted Mingo and Joe 
creeks in eastern and south­ 
eastern Tulsa, fed by a Sunday- 
night downpour, swirled over 
their banks Monday and poured 
up to five-feet deep through sur- 
rounding homes 
The National Weather Ser­ 
vice said the flooded part of the 
city could have received as 
much as IO inches, though the 
official city total was 2.66 in­ 
ches. 
Water destroyed IOO trailers 
and damaged 972 houses. 390 
trailers. 466 apartments and 20 
businesses, adding up to 1,928 
living units, the Red Cross said 
Mayor Robert LaFortune asked 
Gov. David Boren to request 
federal disaster assistance for 
the city. 
Flood refugees took shelter 
Monday night in facilities set up 
by the Red Cross at a church 
and a school 
Freak accidents took two 
lives Sunday night.

If solar energy can 
help heat a house,why can’t it 
run a power plant? 


The answer is 
clouded 


# « RT! 
PG&E, like a number of other 
utilities and research organi­ 
zations, is working on practicable 
ways to use the sunk energy. 
Areas that show the greatest 
promise include heating of homes 
and buildings, and water heating, 
including swimming pools.

Soda stretches 
scrambled eggs

DEAR POLLY — With the present high prices of 
C 
oceries we are all trying to save every where we can 
, I would like to pass on a money saving tip I have 
been using. When scrambling eggs break two in a bowl, 
add one tablespoon milk, salt and a pinch of baking soda 
and mix lightly with a fork Pour eggs in a skillet over 
low heat and toss lightly with a fork. From two eggs I 
get an extra serving and they are delicious. For the 
evening meal we often have scrambled eggs with a dash 
of garlic salt and two teaspoons finely chopped green 
pepper from the freezer. Also, I grind pp any leftover 
ham and use it with the eggs or sometimes I add sauteed 
mushrooms and even crumbled leftover bacon Coarsely 
chopped cooked chicken livers with a few chopped olives 
all make a delightful addition when eggs are served 
This makes the base for an economical but delicious 
meal. Do not forget the soda as I call it my egg 
stretcher. —MONA. 


DEAR POLLY — You can save on soap and still be clean by 
taking the wrapper off a cake and then let it dry for several 
weeks before using.

Propositions 10, 12 


Propositions IO and 12 on the 
June 8 primary ballot deal 
with changes that the ordinary 
voter may find difficult to un­ 
derstand. 
Present California law 
requires that all proposed 
state general obligation bond 
issues be approved by a two- 
thirds vote in each house of the 
Legislature and also by a 
majority vote of the people. 
These bonds are used by the 
state to borrow money to 
finance numerous programs 
such as farm and home 
purchases, water projects, 
state building projects, school 
construction, etc. Proposition 
IO 
would 
allow 
the 
Legislature, by a two-thirds 
vote in each house, to 
authorize issuance of general 
obligation refunding bonds 
without referring each 
separate issue to a vote of the 
people. 


The issue is one that grants 
greater flexibility in financial 
management. By issuing 
refunding bonds at the proper 
time at lower ratqs of interest, 
the state can “call” or pay off 
the old bonds and save the dif­ 
ference in the interest rate on 
the old bonds and the interest 
rate of refunding bonds. The 
fiscal effect would have no im­ 
mediate savings for the state, 
since most current bonds were 
issued at relatively high rates. 
However, if interest rates 
decline in future years, some 
savings may be possible. 


It appears that the measure 
is simply designed to, at some 
time, save money for the tax­ 
payer by providing some flex­ 
ibility. We would urge a yes 
vote on Proposition IO. 


Would a measure that would 
put a more realistic limitation 
on the interest rate that can be 


charged on money borrowed 
by business firms in California 
stimulate the economy, create 
jobs and encourage business 
growth? 
That is the heart of Proposi­ 
tion 12 which will permit an in­ 
crease in the maximum per­ 
missible contract rate for loan 
or credit for non-exempt 
lenders. Every lender of 
money, unless specifically ex­ 
empted by the Constitution, is Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
prohibited under current law 
from charging interest of 
more than IO per cent per year 
on any loan. 
A yes vote will not raise or 
change in any 
way present 
r at e 
l i m i t a t i o n s 
now 
p r o t e c t i n g c o n s u m e r s . 
Proposition 12, if approved, 
will, we believe, stimulate 
business activity which will 
mean more jobs. 
We recommend a yes vote 
on Proposition 12.

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Congressional failures 


WASHINGTON - That an anti- 
Washington feeling colors the primaries 
should surprise no one. It is easy to con­ 
demn the “faceless bureaucrats" for the 
ills of the nation. But the Congress and 
the stalemate between Congress and the 
President are rarely the target, although 
they are responsible for one failure after 
another. 


By a singular irony, 
congressional failure 
to impose a system of 
primaries that would 
put limits on human 
endurance and the 
capacity of the public 
to follow a repetitious 
marathon is one of the 
greatest of these 
lapses. While a law 
passed by Congress 
poaches on the right of 
states to determine 
who shall vote and when within their 
boarders, a method has proposed to cut 
down the amount of time — a full year as 
it turns out — that we devote to picking a 
President. 


More than a year ago Mo Udall in­ 
troduced a bill in the house that would 
set three regional primary dates (rn 
which states holding primary elections 
would be required to schedule voting for 
candidates of the two parties. This bold

campaigner who has gone through so 
many heartbreaking near wins, summed 
up prophetically, in introducing his 
proposal, what the marathon of 30 
primaries would mean: 


"...It is a costly endurance contest 
which has taken its toll of worthy con­ 
tenders. Candidates who wish to build 
early support and to demonstrate their 
appeal to the electorate must be 
prepared at minimum for a five-month 
gauntlet of speeches; travel, fund­ 
raising banquets and barbecues. TTiose 
who are not well known nationally must 
extend that period by a year or more. 


"Lacking any kind of uniformity, the 
primaries are not a reasonable yardstick 
of a candidate’s support. The results are 
sometimes meaningless, sometimes in­ 
decipherable. With stakes so high and 
mass media scrutiny so intense, can­ 
didates carefully pick and choose the 
states they will enter, selecting only 
those where they expect to win or make 
a strong showing. This really negates the 
basic purpose of the primary system; to 
allow the party rank-and-flie to express a 
preference among all the prospective 
nominees..." 
This is, of course, precisely what is 
happening. Udall’s proposal would also 
have required that voters registered in 
one party vote in that party rather than 
the cross-over system which wreaked 
havoc in some states. 
As he had done in three previous 
Congresses, Udall was appealing for a 
dialogue on the whole process of choos­ 
ing candidates. So far as the record 
shows, his words fell on deaf ears and 
that insured a primary merry-go-round 
with any state able to play the game of 
political roulette. 
At about the same time Sen. Walter 
Mondale, D -Minn., who wisely withdrew 
from the presidential race almost before 
it began, proposed a similar measure to 
bring some order out of the proliferating 
primaries, Mondale, too, would have 
regional dates to shorten the process by 
a month. He said: 
"This plan will eliminate the dis­ 


proportionate and unfair advantage 
which New Hampshire and a few other 
states may hold because their primaries 
occur either very early or very late in 
the process. However representative of 
the nation a state may be, no single state 
deserves to exercise such extraordinary 
and continuing influence out of all 
proportion to its size." 
But surely a month is not enough. For 
the Presidential selection process to go 
on fen- a year or more means that it is all 
but impossible to take important deci­ 
sions bearing on America’s role as a 
superpower. And that is particularly true 
since Ronald Reagan has chosen to make 
foreign and defense policy a major issue. 
It is astonishing to Europeans that we 
should concentrate so much of our time 
and interest on sorting out a multiplicity 
of rivals for the highest office in the 
land. In Britain when there is a vote of 
no confidence in Parliament, the election 
campaign begins and ends in three weeks 
with a new government prepared to take 
office. 
An early priority of the new Congress 
taking office in January should be to br­ 
ing some sense to the primary process. It 
is doubtful this will happen even though 
the folly of the present system, or lack of 
a system , will have been amply 
demonstrated. 


WASHINGTON - Is Jimmy Carter, 
the trust-me candidate, a phony, as his 
detractors claim? 
We sent our roving reporter, Hal 
Be rn ton, to Carter’s hometown to seek 
the answer. With a knapsack on his back, 
Bemton called on Carter’s neighbors in 
Plains, Ga., and stayed 
overnight on 
Carter’s peanut farm, 
helping with a few 
chores. B ernton’s 
grass-roots inquiry 
lasted nearly a week. 
Plains is a quiet, sl­ 
eepy town, which rises 
out of the red earth 
and quickly slumps 
back into it. Most ac­ 
tivity takes plape 
along Main Street, 
which b isects the 
town. A railroad trade 
m eanders through 
town, but the train no longer stops there 
for passengers. 
Gentle people live there ■— a gracious 
white gentry and easy-going black 
laborers. The Carters, of course, belong 
to the gentry. But Bemton found that 
Jimmy Carter’s white neighbors, within 
their delicately sculptured white frame 
houses, sometimes muttered against 
him. 
There was the issue, for example, of 
public education. The board of education 
is run by white parents who send their 
own children to private academies. Most 
of the whites, therefore, are unwilling to 
raise taxes to improve the two public 
s c h o o ls, 
w hich 
are a tten d ed 
predominantly by blacks. 
Carter has annoyed his neighbors by 
reproving them over the rundown 
schoolhouse, by agitating for support of 
public education and, finally, by sending 
his own eight-year-old daughter, Amy, to 
the neglected public school. 
Bemton also visited with Carter’s back 
neighbors. 
He criss-crossed the 
sprouting com, cotton and peanut fields, 
seeking them out in their rural homes. 
He stayed overnight with Leonard 
Wright who farms more than 200 acres of 
the Carter spread. 
Wright is a kindly, cordial black man, 


with a wide, Jimmy Carter smile and a 
display of gold flecked teeth. For 20 
years, Wright has worked the Carter 
fields — gently rolling fields of green 
growth and red earth, bisected by a 
border of stately old shade trees. 
Wright spoke proudly about his as­ 
sociation with the leading Democratic 
presidential candidate. "Mr. Jimmy sup­ 
plies the land, fertilizer and seed," 
Wright explained. "I provide my own 
equipment and the labor. Then we split, 
fifty-fifty. I made over $15,000 last 
year." 
Wright has cleared enough to 
purchase seven tractors and to give his 
five children a good education. Carter 
always told him, said Wright, that educa­ 
tion was (Hie of the greatest gifts he 
could give his children. So he has sent 
most of them to college. 


The Jimmy Carter whom Wright 
knows is a decent, tolerant, generous 
man who has never dined in the Wright 
home but who invited his farm manager 
to the inauguration in Atlanta when 
Carter was sworn in as governor of 
Georgia. "He’s already invited me up to 
the White House if he gets elected 
President,” added Wright, with a gold- 
flecked grin. 
Nor has Carter ever reached such 
heights in politics that he has lost his in­ 
terest in the lowly peanut. According to 
Wright,- the presidential prospect drops 
by the farm as often as possible to check 
on the progress of his peanuts. 
Not long ago, Carter turned down a 
lucrative offer from a neighboring 
farmer to buy up his federal peanut 
acreage allotment. One reason Mr. Jim­ 
my refused the deal, Wright says, is that 
it would have taken the profit out of the 
farm and left Wright without a living. 
But the Carter family hasn’t always 
treated its land tenants so considerately. 
Bemton trudged several miles down a 
dusty, red clay road to visit another

Carter farm. It is now rented to a few 
farmers in town. But the ghostly ruins of 
a sharecropper’s shack remain as an 
ugly reminder of the exploitive 
sharecropping system that was once 
practiced here. 
On an abandoned, battered, old kitchen 
table sat an empty coffee cup and a high­ 
heeled shoe. The rusting skeletons of a 
couple of automobiles reposed in the tall 
grass, which had overgrown the yard. 
Bemton made a search for the last 
family who had occupied the shack and 
found them living in improved circum­ 
stances. The former sharecropper, 
Felton Shelton, spoke softly about his 
years of toil for the Carters. 
"You hear how Mr. Jimmy’s a good 
farmer," said Shelton. "Well, he is. But 
ifs other folks that are doing the work." 
Commenting on his own relationship 
with Carter, Shelton said: "If you didn’t 
borrow anything from him, then you 
stayed on top." 
Shelton also worked in the Carter 
family’s peanut shelling plant, which is 
mn by Jimmy’s younger brother, Billy. 
Billy Carter, a short, barrel-chested man 
with the same pleasant, open face as his 
famous brother, described his hiring 
practices to Bemton. 
"The plant hires the hard-core un­ 
employed, young blacks and whites who 
have dropped out of school. I pay some 
the minimum wage and others a bit 
more; They could organize if they 
wanted to, but I never heard anyone ask 
to do so." 
But outside the Skylight Night Club, 
the only bar in Plains, Berton spoke with 
some young blacks who had worked in 
the plant. "I’ve seen whites get hired and 
get paid more wages to do the exact 
same job that I’m doing," grumbled one. 
Another agreed, adding: "The only way 
to get ahead is to be a Yes Man." 
But another summed up the consensus 
of the group: "Mr. Jimmy doesn t know 
nothing about what’s going on here."

A two-year effort to win federal funds 
for an environmental outdoor classroom 
or day camp has failed. This is the type 
of educational happening that could very 
easily go unnoticed if it weren’t for Ray 
Oakes, science coordinator for Lompoc 
Unified School District. 
Oakes is going to rethink the project 
and vows to find some 
alternative program 
that will get under 
way in the fall. He’s 
not 
sure, what that 
will be but he feels the 
need is urgent. 
In July of 1974, the 
sch ool 
board 
authorized an in-house 
feasibility study for an 
environmental out­ 
door program on a site 
that was going to be 
provided 
by 
Vandenberg Air Force Base 
In a foreword to a report issued in July 
of 1975, Oakes declared. "Until recently, 
education has almost totally neglected to 
help children understand, appreciate and 
assume their responsbilities for the 
natural and man-made environment into 
which they will appear as adults. 
Perhaps for this reason, schools must 
share in the blame for our present en­ 
vironmental crisis." 


Oakes led a task force of more than 20 
educators in a study that was also aided 
by Bob German, federal soil conser­ 
vationist in Lompoc; Larry Spanne, in­ 
structor in anthropology at Hancock 
College; and Richard Clark, former 
science consultant for the school district. 
The credentials of the group were im­ 
pressive. 
The group wasn’t long in the study, 
however, before they abandoned the full­ 
scale resident camp concept because of 
the cost and fell back on a day camp con­ 
cept. Students — sixth graders — would 
be bused from their schools to the camp 
for a day of nature study, outdoor recrea­ 
tion, and intensive instruction in a 
variety of disciplines at the heart of the 
world around us, and then return to 
their homes. 


It was that proposal that was turned 
down by the federal Housing, Education 
and Welfare, HEW, agency. 


HEW rejected the Lompoc bid, but 


funded a similar program in the Santa 
Maria School District. 


Oakes will reapply for the funds in the 
fall and in the meantime, he will ask for 
a critique of the study report used in the 
application and will come in with a par­ 
tial. stopgap environmental program. 


The partial program is already taking 
shape in Oakes’ mind. Friday, he said he 
would explore the possibility of utilizing 
community volunteers with skills in en­ 
vironmental disciplines in a bid to cut 
down on some of the personnel costs of 
the total program. Of the $35,000-plus 
package presented to HEW, nearly 
$25,000 was for salaries, Oakes said. 


Oakes will also explore other fund pos­ 
sibilities. A proposal for use of state 
license plate money was shelved because 
it required too much matching money 
from the local budget, but there may be 
other sources. 


Outdoor classrooms and environmen­ 
tal education programs have not fared 
well in the local district. Readers may 
recall that a class at La Canada School 
raised money a few years ago for their 
own participation in the county’s en­ 
vironmental camp in the Cachuma area, 
but had to forego the experience because 
the top administration overruled it. For­ 
mal district participation in the county 
program was ruled too expensive. 


The late Bruce McNeil, then principal 
of La Mesa School, put together a coali­ 
tion of teachers and community leaders 
to create an outdoor classroom in their 
school. It won out over all kinds of dis­ 
trict level apathy and footdragging. If 
anything could be said to be McNeil’s 
legacy, it is the outdoor classroom he 
created. 


Now time has passed and the La Mesa 
Project, begun with such grassroots 
vigor, is overgrown with weeds and at 
this point is probably doomed. 
There is still another partial en­ 
vironmental education possibility that 
comes to this reporter’s mind It’s the 
botanic garden created at Ken Adam 
Park by Warren Arnold, Cabrillo teacher 
and his students in 1970. Arnold and this 
reporter toured the site last Friday and 
inspected recent work of rehabilitation. 
Time and the ravages of the weather had 
* leveled some of the markers.
